feasible than the paltry one-hundred-and- 
one-million-dollar barge canal. . 

The third group, the spokesman of which 
was Senator John Raines of Canandaigua, 
was arrayed in opposition to both the ship 
canal project and the barge canal schemt, 
ani also to the discontinuance of the pres- 
ent Erie and connecting canal. He desired 
the maintenance of the Erie, Oswego, and 
Champlain canals, comprising the present 
system of the State waterways, but he did 
not want any money spent for improve- 
ace only annual appropriations of suffi- 

ounts to keep things going on the 
present scale, and not throw any of the 
faithful emt of offices they now hold. 

On the one subject of “opposition to the 
barge canal, however, all were agreed. At 
least they said so, but seemed a little bit 
doubtful of their sition, and before the 
session was over John I. Platt of Pough- 
keepsie found occasion to give notice that 
the convention “ was called in opposition 
to the barge canal and that all persons not 
in harmony with the obja@@t of the conven- 
tion shoulé be warned against intruding 
themseives as speechmakers.”

One woman was killed and two other per- 
sons injured by being thrown from an auto- 
mobile which ran away at 12 o’clock last 
night in Ocean Parkway, at Caton Avenue.

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CIUDAD BOLIVAR TAKEN 


Venezuelan Rebels Defeated 
After Three Days of Fighting. 


Great Carnage Attends Desperate Ke- 
sistance to Victorious Govern- 


ment Troops—Last Insurgent 
Stronghold. 


CARACAS, Venezuela, July 21.—A mes- 
senger who has arrived here by steamer 
and train from Ciudad Bolivar reports that 
the city was captured by the Government 
troops at 8 o'clock this morning, (Tuesday.) 

SOLEDAD, Venezuela, July 20.—7 P. M.— 
The fight from 1 o'clock this afternoon 
has been horrible, and at this hour the 
cnly places which still resist the onset of 
the Government troops are the jail and 
the Capitol, Early in the afternoon the 
Government troops, which had received 
all the reinforcements dvailable,. together 
with ammunition, and who numbered in ay 
5,200 men, were ordered to make a general 
attack upon all positions still held by the 
rebels. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon the ‘“‘ Zamora,”’ 
called the Sebastopol of Ciudad Bolivar, 
was stormed and captured. Ninety-four 
dead rebels were found inside, among them 
being Gen. Azanza, one of the revolution- 
ary leaders. whose head had been blown 
off by a shell. It is impossible to render 
an idea of the carnage which occurred at 
this point. 

At the same time Gen. Rivas, Gomez's 
chief lieutenant, with 2,300 men, succeeded 
in destroying a barricade erected around 
the Miranda Plaza, the key to the Capitol, 
where all the survivors of the revolution 
were concentrated. All the roads and 
streets running into the Capitol are guard- 
ed by Government troops and the escape of 
the revolutionists after the capture of the 
Capitol, which is inevitable, seems impos- 
sible. They must either surrender or dle. 
At 7 o'clock to-night the Custom House was 
taken after a ten hours’ fight. The Asso- 
clated Press representative counted sixty 
killed as a result of this fight. 

The Dalton Block, where the American 
Consulate and most of the foreign business 
houses are located, was captured at 5 
o'clock. The revolutionists are without 
provisions and water, the supply pipe hav- 
ing been cut yesterday, Their situation is 
considered desperate and hopeless. The 
shops are being pillaged, 

Yesterday afternoon the yovernment 
troops under Gen. Gomez began gradually 
to force their way into the city. Their 
progress was slow, for the possession of 
every block was disputed by inches. All the 
houses had been barricaded, and the revo- 
lutionists were firing from flat roofs called 
azoteas. From ea house, as the rebels 
left it, they removed everything that could 
be used for barricades or to stop in any 
other way the advance of Gomez’s men, 
and carried it off. The Government 
troops immediately occupied each aban- 
doned house and bored big holes it so 
as to communicate with the next house. 
After a few hours of this desperate street 
fighting the city looked as if it had been 
struck by a cyclone. 

At o'clock in the evening the firing 
began to slacken, and at 7 the Government 
troops reached a point near the centre of 
the city. The firing was not constant 
or so severe from that time until 10 o'clock 


at night, when it burst out with an intensi- 
ty that illuminated the sky. 

By 8 o'clock in the morning the Govern- 
ment troops had progressed so far that the 
inhabitants of the commercial and foreign 
parts of the city, near the Alameda, which 
is the public park of Ciudad Bolivar, found 
it necessary to abandon their homes and 
seek refuge in other parts of the city.

MAY CLOSE DOWN CAR WORKS. 


John H. Barker Says He Will Not Allow 
Labor Unions to Dictate.

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., July 21.—John H. 
Barker has announced that he will close 
down permanently the Haskell & Barker 
Car Works should organized labor attempt 
to dictate to him. The plant employs over 
2,200 persons and pays out monthly in 
wages over $100,000. 

In the existence of the plant, since 185i, 
it has run without labor organizations or 
labor troubles, and the relations between 
the management and the employes have 
been amicable. Mr. Barker now charges 
that walking delegates and labor agitators 
from Chicago have appeared and are at- 
tempting to organize a strike.

“It has always been my policy to do bus- 
iness direct with our men, but [ will never 
be under the direction and control of labor 
organizations and walking delegates,’”’ he 
said. ‘‘If they should accomplish their 
purpose, I shall never turn a wheel in these 
works again. We have work that will keep 
our shops going for the next three months, 
but there is practically no business in the 
car-building line offered in the country. 
Railroads have stopped building cars. There 
is no demand for them, and pig iron and all 
staple articles are declining in prices 
rapidly.”

Federal Judge Colt at Providence Says 
Union Labor Forgets That Men

From the 
Seven Hills and from every quarter of the 
city which contained churches came the 
constant clang, until all was one vast re- 
verberation. The harsh jingle of the smaller 
bells, striking quickly and more 
often, was not drowned by the solemn 
strokes that came in mourning measure 
irom the great dome of St. Peter’s. It was 
as if a great fire raged and every bell in 
Rome were vying with every other in anx- 
iety to warn the populace. Except in its 
common motive and common sorrow, it 
was an amazing discord, which continued 
an hour and which will recur nightly 
until the obsequiles are over. 


RECOGNITION OF POPE'S DEATH. 


The recognition of the Pontiff’s death 
Was a grandiose and unique ceremony, and, 
although private, it was conducted with 
great pomp and was most impressive. All 
the Cardinals present in Rome, numbering 
twenty-nine, at the Apostolic 
Palace to view the body of the late Leo 
XIII. and to officially pronounce him dead. 
Cardinal Oreglia, Dean of the Sacred Col- 
lege and Camerlengo of the Holy Roman 
Church, put aside his Cardinal’s robes as 
a sign of deep mourning, and was gowned 
entirely in violet. The other Cardinals wore 
crimson robes with violet collars, indicative 
of mourning. 

Within the death chamber the body lay 
with a white veil over the face, on the bed, 
surrounded by Franctscan Penitentiartee, 
while outside the Noble Guard maintained 
| a solemn vigil. The profound silence was 

only broken by the chanting of prayers for 

the dead. Into this solemn presence came 
the mourning procession of Cardinals, who, 
kneeling, silently prayed. Then the prel- 
ates reverently looked on while Cardinal 

Oreglia approached the body, For this 

morning’s function the Pope’s bedroom had 

been transformed into a kind of mortuary 
chapel, with the altar at one end, having in 
the centre a crucifix, surrounded by six 
lighted candles.

sharper and more transparent by death. 
So lifelike was, the face that those present 
half expected Leo to raise his hand in the 
familiar gesture of blessing. 

A moment of breathless silence ensued, 
and then the Cardinal Camerlengo, taking 
the aspersorium, sprinkled the laie Pontiff 
With holy water and said in a firm voice 
**Gioacchino!”’’ (the Christian name of the, 
deceased Holy Father.) When there was 
mo answer the same word was repeated 
three times, louder and louder, After 
Which, turning to the kneeling Cardinals, 
the Camerlengo solemnly announced: 
““Papa vere mortuus est.” (‘‘ The Pope is 
Teally dead.’’) 

»As ‘the words were uttered there arose 
from the kneeling Cardinals a sigh like 
that of the wind in the trees at night, a 
tribute paid to the late Pontiff by these 
Princely heads of the Church. 

After this, in voices trembling with emo- 
tion, the ranking Cardinals recited the de 
Profundis, gaye absolution, and sprinkled 
the body was holy water. 


4 FISHERMAN’S RING REMOVED. 


Following the ceremony of the recogni- 
tion of the death of the Pope by the Sacred 
G€ollege came another, shorter, but no less 
Significant and symbolic. On Leo's finger 
Was the famour Fisherman’s Ring, which 
the Camerlengo, with a whispered prayer; 
drew gently off, and which, later, will be 
broken in the presence of the Cardinals, 
reset, and presented to the new Pope when 
he is elected. 

‘The ring is of very great antiquity. It is 
even sdid- to have belonged to St. Peter 
himself. It is a stone of little value, cut 
with the scene of St. Peter drawing in 
fishing nets. It was first used about the 
year 1265, but for secret documents it was 
Only used later. Officially it is one of the 
Symbols of office most prized by the 
Church. Although lost two or three times, 
it‘has always been recovered. 

‘There was a touching scene at the Vati- 
ean this morning when the nephews of Leo, 
With their families, entered the death cham- 
ber to take a last farewell of their uncle, 
fom whom they had an intense reverence. 
The elders were dressed in black and the 
children in white. As they entered the 
younger children, awestruck and frightened, 
began to cry at this their first acquaint- 
@mce with death, but the beauty of the 
scene soon quieted them, and they ceased to 
Weep. The little party advanced on tiptoe, 
and, circling around the bed, fell on their 
knees and joined in the prayers of the peni- 


tentiaries. The whiteness of the children’s i silken 


fowns added a pleasing note to the rather 
highly colored scene. Presently the visitors 
arose and slowly filed past the bed, kneel- 
ing to kiss the dead hand as they passed. * 

Count Camillo, one of the nephews, who 
knew the Pope best, accompanying him al- 
Ways when he went into the gardens of the 
Vatican, was quite overcome, more so, in 
fact, than at any time since his uncle’s 
death occurred. 

Mer. Cagiano, the Majordomo, assisted by 
the Papal Notary and Mgr. Bisleti, Master 
of the Chamber, sealed all the drawers and 
boxes in the Papal apartmént, making a 
thinute inventory of all objects of value 
found. ‘These were intrusted for safekeep- 
frig to Prince Rospigliosi, the Commandant 
of the Noble Guard. Cardinal Oreglia, in 
giving instructions to the commanders of 
the Papal armed bodies, said: 

“Although the relations between the 
Church and the Government of Italy are 
less strained than in 1878, so that certainly 
otder will be maintdined outside the Vati- 
can, I remind you that it is your duty to 
watch closely inside the Vatican to prevent, 
especially during the conclave, the interfer- 
emcee of any extraneous influence.” 

According to tradition, the Camerlengo is 
entitled to have his apartment watched day 
ahd night by a picket of the Swiss Guard, 
but at ‘9 o’clock to-night Cardinal Oreglia 
sent word that the eight Swiss Guards post- 
ed at his door should withdraw. 


POPE’S BODY EMBALMED, 


Hundreds of offers came from Italy and 
abroad from doctors, druggists, and special- 
ists for the embalming of the body of Pépe 
Leo, but, naturally, not one of them was 
accepted. 

The work of embalming began at 4:45 P. 
M. in the Tronetto Hall, (Little Throne 
Room,) and was performed by Dr. Lapponi, 
assisted by his son, Dr. Guido, the four 
physicians of the Apostolic Palace, and the 
doctor of the Swiss Guard. The body was 
carefully washed, and then the doctors 
proceeded with the anatomic search of the 
arteries, into which was injected a special 
disinfectant for preventing decomposition. 
They then proceeded to make an injection 
in the parenchyma, waiting afterward 
some time for the diffusion of the disin- 
fecting fluid throughout the body. 

Then began the dissection of the corpse, 
with an incision made in the chest bone, be- 
ginning in the centre, but a little to the 
left, so as to end at the external left mar- 
gin of the chestbone, thus laying bare the 
thorax, which was afterward opened. 

This was following by tying all the ar- 
teries, which in that part of the body are 
in communication with the remainder of the 
organism, and extracting afterward the 
viscera of the thorax. 

Dr. Lapponi then made a prolonged cut 
lower down, extracting the abdominal vis- 
cera, which were washed, disinfected, and 
put in an enameled earthern urn, to be de- 
posited in the Crypt of St. Peter's, instead 
of in the Church of St. Vincent Anastasius, 
as was done before 1870, when the trans- 
portation of the urn was a public cere- 
mony, the procession passing through the 
étreets. 

The viscera of the Pope were removed at 
maidnight to a magnificent urn which, car- 
ried by Mgrs. Marzolini and Angeli, was 
taken in a Vatican carriage to the Church 
of St. Vincent Anastasius. The mysteri- 
ously picturesque scene was such as is only 
possible in Rome, The carriage was met 
at the door of the church by priests carry- 
ing torches which flared in the breeze, the 
flickering light having a weird effect on 
the faces of those present. 

The viscera of all the Popes except Pius 
IX. were depositéd in this church, which 
was selected because it stands in the par- 
ish of the Quirinal, formerly the home of 
the Popes. The viscera of Pius IX. was not 
taken. there, as it was feared at that time 
that some untoward incident might take 
place during its transportation. The peace- 
ful manner in which the ceremony was per- 
fermed to-night is regarded as a fresh 
proof of the improved relations between 
the Church and the State. 

Dr. Lapponi now fixes the precise hour 
of the Pope's death at 4:06. The fact was 
immediately communicated to press repre- 
sentatives, but under the rule which re- 
quires that two hours shall elapse after the 
doctors pronounce life extinct before the 
Dean of the Sacred College shall officially 
announce the death, the telegraph office 
was unable to forward the message at once. 

Wr. Lapponi yesterday sent to Prince 
Colonna, Mayor of Rome, the following 
notice: 

“™*'To the illustrious Mayor of Rome, the 
Capitol: With grief I announce to you that 
at 4 P. M. to-day there ceased to live, from 
adynamic pneumonia, followed by hemorr- 
hagical pleurisy, the Holiness of our Lord,

Cardinal Rampolla intended to leave the 
Vatican last night, immediately after the 
death of the Pope, when, having officially 
announced the passing away of the Pontiff 
to the diplomatic body accredited to the 
Vatican and to the Papal Nuncios, with in- 
Structions to haye the news communicated 
to the various foreign rulers, he considered 
his duties as Papal Secretary of State to 
have been ended. Rampolla was on the 
point of leaving when Cardinal Oreglia in- 
sistently begged him to remain in the 
apartment he had occupied for over sixteen 
years, and the Secretary of State acceded 
to the request. 

The Vicar of Rome, Cardinal Pietro Res- 
pighi, has caused to be attached to the 
doors of the churches an announcement of 
the death of Pope Leo with instructions 
regarding the prayers to be offered, and 
also giving information about the funeral 
services, 

The day broke amid thunder, lightning, 
and a deluge of rain, as though nature 
herself was marking her distress at the 
death of the Pope, but the downpour was 
of short dutation, then the clouds broke, 
and the sun shone on the stricken city, 

Through the night and early morning 
many simple emblems of grief had been 
displayed, but the main thoroughfare did 
not present a spectacle of uniyersal mourn- 
ing. No flags were half-masted, and vo 
buildings were shrouded in crape, as when 
temporal rulers pass away. The Corso and 
other busy, centres presented the usual 
scenes of animation, It was in the poorer 
sections of the city that the evidence; of 
grief were more manifest. Along the side 
Streets many small shops were closed, and 
their fronts bore large printed placards, 
edged heavily with black, having the sign 
of the cross above and the words ‘‘ Chiuso 
per Lutto Mondiale,” meaning “ Closed 
for the World’s Mourning.”’ 

Entering thé Borgo district, leading to 
the Vatican, the hum of excitement attend- 
ing the event was more apparent. A steady 
line of carriages bearing Cardinals, other 
Church dignitaries, and diplomats swung 
through the narrow lane, called the Via 


: Borgo, leading to the Piazza of St. Peter's, 
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Along the way many shops were closed, end 
the streets were filled with a motley Ro- 
man throng, peasant women wearing quaint, 
headgear, dark-skinned Roman 
beauties, groups of dirty, disheveled monks, 
with bare feet, fruit vendors, hawkers, 
donkey carts, market women, nuns, ragged 
urchins, and beggars. Through this hu- 
man tangle wended a simple funeral hearse 
with two carriages. The exposed casket 
was piled high with beautiful slowers. 

Dr. Mazzoni was recognized trom the 
Vatican in a cab. He looked vale and 
jaded after his weeks of work with Dr. 
Lapponi at Pope Leo's bedside. 

Coming to the Piazza of St. Peter's, a 
scene of vital interest began to unfold 
itself. There was not the slightest evi- 
dence of bustle or confusion. The vast 
expanse inclosed within the stately colon- 
nade looked majestic in its serenity. Al- 
though groups of people hurried here and 
there, their presence was completely lost 
in the immensity of the whole. 

Looking up at the window before which 
Leo XIII. used to sit, one could see the 
blinds half closed, admitting a narrow slant 
of sun to the death chamber. 

Nowhere about the esplanade was there 
the slightest outward sign of mourning, 
either on the church front or on the col- 
umns or doors of the Vatican, wherein lay 
the dead Pontiff. The main cntrance of 
the Vatican showed the chief evidence 
of activity. As the equipages drove up 
with distinguished prelates the heavy iron 
ehains continued to loop back the crowd, 
leaving & narrow aisle for the arriving dig- 
nitaries. Back of the chains were niassed 
a crowd of curious sightseers, men, wo- 
men, and children, and scattered soldiers 
off duty. 

The ponderous bronze doors of the Vati- 
can were closed and the only means of in- 
gress was a small opening which had been 
cut through the solid bronze bas reliefs. 
Behind this tiny entrance, only wide enough 
to admit a single person, stood a Swiss 
guard, with fixed bayonet. As the Car- 
dinals and diplomats came they went up 
to the tiny door, knocked, and were ad- 
mitted. Outside these favored few the ex- 
clusion was absolute. 

PREPARING TEMPORARY TOMB. 

Inside the magnificent Church of St. 
Peter could be heard the sound of the ham- 
mer and chisel, already preparing Pope 
Leo’s temporary tomb. A massive wooden 
platform had been rolled into the Basilica, 
reaching half way to the ceiling, to the left 
of the nave. Around this rough 
stood a gaping crowd watching half a dozen 
swarthy workmen prepare the niche where- 
in Leo’s coffin will soon rest. High above 
the niche they had driven into the solid 
masonry three enormous steel hooks, from 
which the tackle will be operated to hoist 
the coffin into place. 
the casket is a marble slab about fifteen 
feet above the pavement, forming the upper 
casement of one of the massive doors. On 
either side are great marble Cupids, while 
the light comes dimly from above through 
two domes surrounded by exquisite mo- 
saics, one showing the Apostles and Saints 
and the other an angelic chorus. 

The interior of the church was as yet un- 
draped with mourning. The massive crim- 
son hangings had been removed, bringing 
out the ghastly whiteness of the colossal 
marble nave. At the further end could be 
seen groups of priests kneeling about the 
tomb of St. Peter, where scores of little 
tapers burn unceasingly. Only the usual 
masses were said during the morning, as 
the ceremonials in connection with the 
death of Pope Leo have yet to be ar- 
ranged. 

Within the right nave still another prep- 
aration for the Pone’s obsequies was going 
on. This was the preparation of the Chapel 
of the Holy Sacrament for receiving his 
body after its remoyal from the Vatican. 

The front of the chapel is cut off from 
the main church by a massive iron trellis, 
through which the faithful can look upon 
the altar within. This is of solid brass, 
with a heroic brass kneeling angel. Before 
the altar is a very narrow space, where 
Leo’s coffin will be deposited when it comes 
from the Vatican. This space is so small 
that the foot of the casket will extend to 
ibe iron trellis. The purpose of this ar- 
rangement is to carry out the ancient cere- 
mony by which the actual foot of the dead 
Pontiff will extend through the iron bar- 
riers to permit the kneeling faithful to ap- 
proach and kiss the last remnant of former 
Papal authority through it. This morning 
people crowded about the grating and gazed 
at the preparation going on within. 


DEATH MASK OF THE POPE.

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GONGLAVE OF CARDINALS 
MAY MEET AUGUST t 


Question of Leo’s Successor a 
Peculiarly Open One. 


Owing to Absence of Factions, Per- 
sonality of Candidates Plays Un- 
usually Important Part— 
Cardinals Assemble in 
Preparatory Con- 
gregation. 


ROMB, July 21.—A high ecclesiastic 1s 
authority for the statement that arrange- 
ments are being pressed forward at the 
Vatican which will enable the conclave of 
Cardinals to begin sitting Aug. 1. However, 
it is now thought the sessions may last 
considerably longer than at first expected 
—even long to permit Cardinal 
S. W., to arrive in 
time to take part in the proceedings. 

The Cardinals present in Rome met this 
morning, under Cardinal Oreglia, in a 
preparatory congregation, held in the Hall 
of the Consistory. Oreglia communicated 
to them the first instructions he has given 
since the death of the Pope, informing 
them of the numerous messages of con- 
dolence received from all parts of the 
world and of the yniversal mourning for 
Leo XIII. : 

An exchange of ideas took place regard- 
ing the ceremonies preceding the conclave. 
When Cardinal Oreglia asked for the advice 
of one of the Cardinals present the latter 
replied: 

“It is difficult to give advice, Indeed, you 
must teach us what to do, as not one of 
us has ever participated in a conclave.” 

At this morning's meeting of the Congre- 
gation of Cardinals, Mgr. Merry Del Val, 
the first Apostolic Delegate to Canada, was 
provisionally appointed Secretary of the 
Consistoriail Congregation, replacing the 
late Mgr. Volpini. This, probably, will be 
followed by making the provisional ap- 
pointment permanent. The position of Sec- 
retary of the Consistorial Congregation has 
additional importance, since it will lead to 
the nomination of Mgr. Merry Del Val as 
Cardinal by the new Pope. 

Cardinal Oreglia's request to Cardinal 
Rampolla that the latter should remain at 
the Vatican is considered a most diplomatic 
move, being perhaps the first step for an 
agreement between them, and might en- 
tirely change all the prophecies hitherto 
made concerning the issue of the conclave. 
Indeed, some profess to see a result of this 
in this morning's skirmish at the first 
meeting of the Congregation of Cardinals 
over the appointment of a Secretary to the 
Consistorial Congregation. After the dis- 
cussion of several candidates, among whom 
Mer. Gaspari was known to be Cardinal 
Rampolla’s protégé, some one suggested 
Mer. Merry Del Val. He was immediately 
supported by the whole anti-Rampolla ele- 
ment merely to test the strength of the ex- 
Secretary of State, but this stratagem was 
unsuccessful, as Cardinal Oreglia made it 
manifest that he was not personally inter- 
ested in the matter, while Cardinal Ram- 


enough 


polla swung his followers to the support of } 


Merry Del Val, and thus avoided a measure 
of his strength at this juncture. 

The Cardinals who were absent from 
Rome at the time of the Pope’s death are 
arriving here from all directions, Cardinal 
Gibbons is expected Wednesday morning. 

An Ambassador accredited to the Vatican 
says the question of Pope Leo's successor 
is a peculiarly open one at the present mo- 
ment. The personality of the candidates 
plays a much more important part than in 
any preceding conclave, since the condi- 
tions prevailing in the past are now en- 
tirely changed. Formerly the Sacred Col- 
lege was divided into several distinct par- 
ties. There was, first, that composed of 
the Cardinals who were members of the 
great Roman families, nearly every one of 
which was represented in the college. 
These always exerted very powerful in- 
fluence in the election of a Pope. At the 
present time there is only one scion of a 
Roman house among the Cardinals, 
namely, Cardinal Battista Casali Del 
Drago, who, from the standpoint of the 
election of a new Pontiff, is relatively un- 
important. 

Then there were parties composed of Car- 
dinals appointed by the same Pope, who 
usually ranged themselves into separate 
bodies, in addition to the members of the 
Sacred College appointed by the Pope who 
had then just passed away, there were 
usually considerable numbers chosen by 
his predecessor, and even a few nominated 
by the Pope preceding him. In consequence 
of Leo's XIII.’s long reign these parties 
have entirely disappeared. In the present 
conclave there will. be only one Cardinal, 
Cardinal Oreglia, who was not appointed 
by Pope Leo. 

As a result of these changes, the ap- 
proaching conclave will be much more un- 
der the influence of individual candidates 
than in the past, rendering it impossible to 
forecast the election with any degree of 
eertainty. It is considered highly probable 
that the new Pope will be a man at pres- 
ent not thought of and not talked about. 

The Tribuna to-day published an interview 
with Cardinal Svampa, Archbishop of Bo- 
logna, who, the paper says, has quite re- 
covered from his stroke of paralysis. The 
Cardinal is quoted as saying: 

“T believe that the conclave will be very 
short, as were the last two. At the utmost, 
I think, it may take one week, as now there 
does not exist in the Sacred College the 
marked political differences of other times. 
Therefore, it will be possible to arrive at an 
understanding more easily and quicker.” 

The interviewer asked the Cardinal what 
he thought the policy of the future Pope 
would be in regard to the so-called Roman 
question, whether it will remain rigidly un- 
changed, or whether the new Pope will in- 
augurate a modus vivendi, which many per- 
sons in both camps wish for. Cardinal 
Svampa replied: 

“No one to-day can say with certainty 
anything about it. But it must not be 
forgotten that whoever is elected will 
bring something personal into the attitude 
of the Holy See regarding that question, 
something which more or less must differ- 
entiate from the attitude of the former 
Pope. Besides, every historical fact of 
great importance brings with it changes 
which ameliorate or aggravate pre-existing 
conditions. Every sunrise of each new day 
throws fresh light on men and things.”’ 

The Italian Government has given orders 
to the railroad officials that Cardinals com- 
ing to Rome for the conclave shall be con- 
sidered princes of the blood and have re- 
served compartments or saloon cars placed 
at their disposal from the frontier. In ad- 
dition, instructions have been given to all 
the Government authorities to put them- 
selves at the disposal of the Cardinals, if 
they are requested to do so, and to leave 
nothing undone for their accommodation 
and protection. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Car- 
dinals ‘at the meeting of the Congregation 
this morning took an gath of mort rigor- 
ous secrecy, usgue ad effusionem san- 
guinis, it has leaked out that, contrary to 
what happened in 1878, nobody has yet 
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proposed to have thgconclave meet outside 


of Rome. 
FRANCE HOLDS ALOOF. 


Government Will Not Attempt to Ing |! 


fluence the Comclaye in Its 
Choice of a Pope. 


PARIS, July 21.—The French Foreign Of- 
fice authorizes the statement that the 
French Government has taken no steps to 
exert any influence on the conclave, and it 
is believed the other Catholic States will 
adopt the same course. It is improbable 
that a change in the head of the Holy See 
will result in any change in the relations of 
France to the Vatican, unless the new Pope 
proves to be another Pius IX., but that ig 
@ matter whereon it is impossible to ex- 
Press an opinion until the new Pope is 
elected. While the French preferences lean 
toward Cardinal Rampolla, no steps are 
being taken In his favor. 

The Cardinal Archbishop of Paris has or- 
dered a solemn mass for the repose of the 
scul of the Pope at Notre Dame on Tues- 
day next. The day followi memorial 
services will be -elebrated in alf the parish 
chapels of the diocese. Beyond these there 
will be no other ceremonies here. 

Cardinal Richard will not go to Rome be- 
fcre Friday. 

Premier Combes and other Cabinet Min- 
isters, many members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, the President of the Senate, M. 
Fallieres, and a number of Senators, Dep- 
ulles, and other official personages, a3 
well as many socially prominent persons, 
were among thé callefs wt the Nunciature 
to-day to express condolences on the death 
of the Pope to the Nunclo, Mgr. Loren- 
zelli. Last night the Nuncio and other 
members of the Nunciature recited prayers 
for the déad, in the chapel, in strict pri- 
vacy. 


POPE ESTEEMED IN AUSTRIA. 


The Press Unanimously Characterizes 
Him as One of the (ireat- 
est Pontiffs. 


VIENNA, July 21.—The Austrian press 
unanimously characterizes the late Pope 
Leo as one of the greatest Pontiffs who 
ever lived, and praises his efforts toward 
peace. 

In political circles attention is called to 
the fact that the Italian Ambassador was 
among the first to visit the Papal Nuncio 
here after the announcement of the Pon- 
tiff’s death yesterday. They remained in 
conversation for fifteen minutes. 


KING EDWARD'S DEEP REGRET. 
LONDON, July 21.—King Edward has 
commanded Irish Secretary Wyndham to 
express to Cardinal Logue, the Archbishop 
of Armagh and Primate of All Ireland, his 
Majesty's deep regret at the news of the 
death of the Pope and to ask his Eminence 
to convey to the Sacred College his Majes- 
ty’s sincere regrets. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM'S MESSAGE. 
ROME, July 21.—The following telegram, 
dated Molde, Norway, has been received by 
Cardinal Oreglia from the German Emperor: 
‘“* Molde, Norway, July 20, 1903. 
‘Iam painfully affected by the sad news 
I have just received, I send to the illus- 
trious College of Cardinals the expression 
of my sincere sympathy at the grievous loss 
the Roman Catholic Church has sustained 
through the demise of the Pope. shall 
always retain a faithful memory of the ex- 
alted and venerable man, who was a per- 
sonal friend of mine, and whose extraordi- 
nary gifts of heart and mind compelled my 
admiration anew only a few weeks ago on 
the occasion of my last visit to Rome.

RUSSIAN PRESS APPRECIATIVE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, July 21.—The Rus- 
sian press unanimously praises Pope Leo's 
catholcity of view, his comprehension of 
the historical mission of the Papacy, his 
grasp of social problems, and his unfailing 
interest in everything furthering the peace- 
ful progress of mankind. These, together 
with the late Pope’s quick perception, 
strong will, and temperate, politic disposi- 
tion, justify, the papers add, giving him 
the title of * The Great Pope.”’ 


IRISH PARTY TAKES ACTION.

Striking Personal and Intellectual Con- 
trast Between Cardinal Oreglia 
and the Late Pontiff Leo.

‘As the provisional head of the Catholic 
Church, the world to-day looks to Louis 
Oreglia’di Santo Stefano. For nine days to 
come, and during whatever time the con- 
clave might be in session, he is to be the 
directing instrument by which the laws of 
th: Church, governing the proceedings to 
the minutest detail, should be complied 
with. Within the prescribed limits his pow- 
er of enforcing the laws is absolute. At 
ceremonies he is to be the chief figure. It 
is he who will preside over the conclave, 
count the ballots cast there, and announce 
the result. Finally he will clothe the new 
Pope-in the robes of office at the meeting 
of the Cardinals, and then, as a mark of 
his return to the accustomed ways of life, 
first make obeisance to the new head of the 
Church. 

Ia all this there is the appearance of 
power, as in any ceremonial when the at- 
tention is concentrated upon a single in- 
dividual es representing a t organiza- 
tlo.. But it is an appearande only. From 
the first act to the last there is a require- 
ment laii down, and it is not the office of 
the Camerlengo to conduct a funeral and 
& conclave, but to conduct the funeral and 
the. conc): ve that have been appointed for 
such a time by the laws of the Church. 
The observances of those nine days are the 

ances that have marked the passing 
of other Popes, and surely a nine days’ 
ruler may. not depart from them. In the 
conclave it is possible that change may be 
introduced, but this change is only at the 
direction of the Pope who is dead, and the 
is deter- 
mained when the seal is broken on his\pri- 
vate papers. 

Such, then, is the first limitation of the 
power of Cardinal Oreglia, Camerlengo and 
Dean of the Sacred College, to whom the 
world looks as head of the Catholic Church. 
There is another iimitation, of more far- 
reaching importance, that*comes through 
the lapse of Papal appointments in the 
College of Cardinals. In effect, the activi- 
ties of the various congregations or depart- 
ménts are suspended from the time one 
Pope dies until another is appointed, unless 

me emergency arises. In that case it is 

entire college, acting as a deliberative 
body, and not the Camerlengo, that deter- 
mines policy and arranges for its execu- 
tion. 

The Camerlengo, therefore, is a great fig- 
urehead, impressive because of the organi- 
gation he represents, but a figurehead nev- 
ertheless, brought into a little power for a 
little time, then to pass back into the 
ranks to take up whatever work may be 
@ssigned by the real head of the Church, a 
new Pope. 

It happens that in the present instance 
this figurehead is both impressive and 
picturesque, and is made the more pict- 
uresque by a combination of circumstances 
with his own personality. When Joachim 
Pecci was under discussion in the conclave 
following the death of Pope Pius I[X., Oreg- 
lia was an open partisan of Cardinal Billot. 
This was because Oreglia and Pecci stocd 
for radically different conceptions of things 
in general. Both, to be sure, were of gentle 
birth. Both were of scholarly attainments 
and possessed of an education that their 
birth. accorded them, .and which differed 
somewhat, in that-dduntry, from the educa- 
tuon attainable by one of lowlier antece- 
Gents. But Oreglia and Pecci had accu- 
mulated ditrerent standards, The one was 
@ patrician of the patricians, believing most 
insistently in the precedence of class; the 
other, t? not then actually democratic, at 


least of democratic tendencies that would 
develop with the years of his long Pon- 
tificate. Oreglia was a conservative of the 
conservatives, reactionary, almost; Pecci 
Was a liberal and most progressive. 
Oreglia, eighteen years the junior of Pope 
. had been Cardinal for five years when 
the other, in the twenty-fifth year of his 
membership in the college, became the suc- 
cessor of St. Peter. Pecci had been identi- 
fied with important events; Oreglia, then 
one of the younger Cardinals, with none 
such. Therefore, bearing in mind the dif- 
ferences in temperament, it is easy to un- 
derstand why in the subsequent activity of 
Leo Oreglia should have but small part. 
The result was that after the election 
Greets. retired to his study, appearing in 
public only on the most important occa- 
sions and when it was necessary for him 
to appear in connection with his personal 
appointments, first as Bishop of Palestrina, 
then as ae of Porto and Santa Rufina, 
and later as Bishop of Ostia and Velletri. 
His more intimate offices were Archchan- 
céllor of the Roman University and Pre- 
tect of the Congregation of Ceremonies— 
both positions fitted to his personality and 
attainments in a reign such as that of 
Leo XIII. 
He went seldom to the Vatican, and it 
was this fact that gave rise, a few years 
, to the famous story attaching to his 
visit when an operation was performed on 
Pope Leo and the Pontiff’s life was held as 
in-a balance. Then Oreglia was summoned, 
that he might be on hand to perform his 
important duty as Camerlengo in case the 
Pope should die, and the story went out 
that he came into the apartments adjoining 
those where the Pontiff lay bearing the 
traditional silver hammer with which he 
was to sirike the forehead of the dead Pope 
when calling him by name. 
it was said that when Leo, recovering, 
heard of the incident, the feeling that had 
existed between him and Oreglia became 
s given the 
tale, for the double reason that the silver 
hammer which Oreglia might have used in 
the ceremony remained always in the 
Vatican, and that no Cardinal, no matter 
what his feeling, would allow himself to be 
/ guilty of discourtesy to a dying Pope. 
Another story of Oreglia comes with more 
claim to belief. That is that when news 
w brought him of Leo’s recovery from 
the operation he exclaimed: 
“When we elected him we thought that 
We were choosing a Holy Father, but it ap- 
rs that we chose an Eternal Father.’’ 
Cardinal Oreglia is exactly

It is the Order of 
the Knights of Temperance. Its principles, 
which are in many respects entirely differ- 
ent from those of any other temperance 
order, are as follows: 

It does not pledge its members to abstain 
from intoxicating liquors for life nor for 
any fixed period of time. 

It prohibits the use, by its members, of in- 
toxicating liquors as a beverage only so 
long as they remain connected with the 
order. 


A member can sever his connection with | 


the order by tendering his resignation at 
any of the regular weekly meetings, which 
will be accepted, provided no charge is 
pending against said resigning member, 

It leaves the consideration of the right 
purchase or sell intoxi- 
eating liquors with the conscience of the 
individual member. 

The discussion of religion or politics is 
strictly prohibited at all of its meetings. 

While it preaches and practices temper- 
ance, it does not attempt to make persons 
temperate by force, but by moral suasion 
only. 

It assists its members in securing employ- 
ment, takes care of its sick, and buries its 
dead. 

It has the indcrsement of all religious de- 
nominations and the good-will of ull right- 
thinking persons. 

One of its advantages is that it keeps no 
oppressive obligation hanging over the head 
of an individual. He is not bound for any 
specified time; he can quit whenever he 
may choose, It is wonderful what an effect 
this complete liberty has on men. Many 4 
time a member has said: “I will resign 
next week,”’ but when the time comes he 
for another week, and so he 
goes on for years, knowing he can quit at 
any time. It has made an excellent record 
in this city, and is heartily commended to 
all who want to ston the drink habit and 
still possess some will and conscience.—

When they have done so he may start 
again and run as far and as fast as he 
pleases, No matter what happens to the 
insulation, or what sort of short circuit 
is established, a car at rest cannot burn 
fast enough to put any one in danger. 
It will take longer to get a fire well 
started than to empty a car of frightened 
passengers, 

An authoritative explanation of these 
frequent and distressing occurrences is 
due the public from the Metropolitan 
management.

quires a motorman, when a fuse blows 
out or a fire starts, to gain all the dis- 
tance he can, instead of stopping hig 
car at once and giving those who wish 
to do,so a chance to alight in safety, If 
such a-.rule is in force, they should fur- 
nish 4 reason for it. If no such rule ex- 
ists, they should explain why it is that 
the men in charge of cars invariably act 
as if they were obeying specific instruc- 
tions in doing what no man of average 
intelligence would be likely to do unless 
told to do it. 

It is proper that the public should be 
told that any passenger has the right to 
demand that!a car shall be stopped the 
instant a panic begins, the passengers !n 
general have the right to demand that a 
conductor or motorman who fails to an- 
ticipate such a demand or to comply with 
it instantly when made, and who carries 
a load of frightened men, hysterical wo- 
men, and “screaming children flying 
through the streets for a greater distance 
than the least in which the brake will 
act, shall be dealt with summarily and 
severely. Until this is done family trol- 
ley riding for pleasure will be too haz- 
ardous to be fascinating for others than 
those who would enjoy scorching in a 
runaway automobile with a crazy chauf- 
feur.

posing of the latter by the proposed method, 
the adoption of which is certain to effect 
a very considerable saving in the cost of 
administration and an immediate abatement 
of the nuisances incident to the present 
methods of disposing of the collections.

TO HEAR MERCHANTS’ 
~ RESERVOIR CHARGES 


Aqueduct Board Committee will 
Investigate McDonald Case. 


Corporation Counsel Says the Associa- 
tion’s Allegations Regarding Croton 
Work Are Groundless. 


SS eeeeneeeneel 


‘On a motion made by Mayor Low, the 
Board of Aqueduct Commissioners yester- 
day decided to have its Finance Commit- 
tee investigate the Merchants’ Association's 
charges against John B. McDonald, con- 
tractor for the Jerome Park Reservoir. 
The committee's Chairman is Commissioner 
Curtis. Testimony is to be taken at public 
hearings in relation to the contention of 
the asseeiation that the pnt ougtit not to 
pay Mr. McDonald the $200,000 which the 
contractor claims on his contract for the 
westerly wall of the reservoir. 

As soon as the meeting was called to or- 
der in the commission’s rooms, at 280 
Broadway, ‘President Ten Eyck togk up 
consideration of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion's letter of June 18, containing the 
charges of improper and inadequate work 
on the reservoir. Mr, McDonald was pres- 
ent, accompanied by ex-Judge Henry E. 
Howland, his lawyer. Representatives of 
the merchants, too, were on hand. After 
there had been some discussion as to his 
contract, Mr. McDonald said with a none 
too soft intonation: 

“Mr. President and Commissioners, I 
wish to tell you that I am waiting even 
more patiently than you yourselves wait. I 
am waiting for you to say what it is you 
want me to do about these matters you 
have been delaying.”’ : 

After the Mayor moved that the Finance 
Committee take testimony as to the mer- 
chants’ charges, Controller Grout called at- 
tention to the fact .that the committee 
could not enforce the attendance of any 
witnesses save the board's employes. The 
motion then was passed unanimously, but 
no time for the hearings was set, that mat- 
ter being left to the discretion of Commis- 
sioner Curtis. 

A letter from Prof, W. H. Burr, one of the 


special engineering committee named by 
the board to make a report on the condi- 
tions of the new reservoir, said that the 
committee's report would be forthcoming 
at next Tuesday's meeting. The delay due 
to the special investigations is one of those 
about which Mr. McDonald complains. 

Ex-Judge Howland told the board that 
an extension of time was needed on the 
westerly section of the reservoir. He ex- 
piained that, in the first place, there had 
been a lomg delay in getting the agreement 
signed after Mr. McDonald made his offer, 
and since then there had been many delays. 
Mayor Low remarked that the contractor 
entered the bargain knowingly, Controller 
Grout tgok Mr. McDonald's side, declaring 
that there had been undue delay in drawing 
up the contract. 

It was agreed, however, that Mr. MeDon- 
ald must submit in writing the detailed 
causes of his application, and meanwhile 
the Corporation Counsel was asked to ren- 
der an opinion as to whether the extension 
would necessitate a formal modification of 
the contract. Mr. McDonald said he want- 
ed until June 1, 1904, instead of until the 
coming Fall. 

Controller Grout took occasion to say 
that unfamiliarity with the true facts dis- 
tinguished those who charged Mr. McDon- 
ald with reaping profits by reason of the 
additional allowance made to him when 
he was saddled with an eight-hour. labor 
clause. This eight-hour stipulation, ordered 
by the Legislature, was inserted in the con- 
tract, and Mr. McDonald, upon accepting 
the change, got from the city a sum 
amounting to an added 25 per cent. above 
the original contract figure. 

The charge to which Mr. Grout referred 
was to the effect that the contracter made 
a big profit out of this 25 per cent., as he 
really got Just as. much work out of the 
men as pesvigualy- 

The contractor, in his speech to the board 
devtlared that the eight-hour clause had 
been a burden to him rather than a source 
of profit. He said he had put his lass by 
reason of the change at 25 per cent., but 
subsequently both his own engineers and 
those of the city had discovered that the 
yer cent. 

“T wish I were back under the old condi- 
tions,’ he added. 

Having disposed of Jerome Park matters 
for the present,‘ the commission listened to 
an exoneration of its conduct from the Cor- 
poration Counsel's office. 

Mr. Rives wrote that he had investigated 
Merchants’ Association’s charge rela- 
tive to the work being done by Coleman, 
Bronchaud & Coleman in reconstructing a 
pertion of the old Croton Aqueduct between 
the old and the new Croton dams. The con- 
tracting firm has the job of building the 
new dam, and the merchants asserted that 
the contract did not include within its 
terms the reconstruction of the old aque- 
duct between the dams or of the old dam 
within the basin of the reservoir, and that 
only so much of the aqueduct was to be 
removed and reconstructed under the new 
contract as was ‘actually and necessarily 
disturbed by the construction of the new 
Croton dam.” It was charged that the 
Aqueduct Commissioners caused to be pre- 
pared new and distinct plans for the recon- 
struction of about three miles of the old 
aqueduct ‘‘ not shown in the original plans 
and therefore not within the purview of 
the contract of 1892."’ 

After reviewing the ‘‘ broad powers of 
the commission "’ in detail, Mr. Rives said: 

“TI do not think the position of the Mer- 
chants’ Association is justified. It was not 
incumbent upon the Aqueduct Commission- 
ers when they drew the contract and pre- 
vared the plans to show in detail every 
tem of the work to be done. The plans 
were expressly stated to show simply the 
location and general character of the work. 
Detailed wor ms | plans, it was expressly 
stated, were to be furnished by the engi- 
neer as the work progressed and oppor- 
tunity was reserved to make such modifi- 
cations or additions as the engineer might 
deem necessary during the prosecution of 
the work. The earth and rock excavation 
was not limited to the site of the dam 
itself, but embraced“ any other work which 
the engineer may order.’ ”’ 

Mr. McDonald, in response to Mayor 
Low's letter of inquiry aS to the present 
condition of the Jerome Park Reservoir, 
wrote to Mr. Low yesterday that 800 men 
were at work.on the reservoir, and that 
present conditions permitted of no more 
workmen. He said the work was going 
ahead as fast as circumstances would per- 
mit. 


AQUEDUCT EJECTMENT CASES. 


Hearings in Suits to Dispossess Occu- 
pants of Watershed Are Started 
in White Plains. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y¥., July 21.—The 
hearing in the ejectment proceedings 
brought by the Aqueduct Commissioners of 
asew York City was begun before Judge 
Platt, in thg County Court, to-day. The 
proceedings were instituted on the com- 
plaint of the Merchants’ Association of New 
York that occupants of land tn the water- 
shed paid no rent. 

One hundred returns were made by the 
Sheriff, giving reasons why occupants of 
land should not be immediately ejected. 
Most of the occupants admitted the legality 
of the proceedings against them, but asked 
for time to move buildings and gather in 

rowing crops. Many of the occupants 
alied to put in answers, and Judge Platt 
gave them until to-morrow to do so. War- 
rants of ejectment will be issued against 
those who failed to put in answers. It is 
expected that some of the cases will be 
tried in the Supreme Court. 


ALDERMEN’S TAX RATE REPORT. 


Finance Committee Approve Plans for 
Raising $97,119,031.10. 


The Finance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen has made its report on the city’s 
assessment rolls of real and personal es- 
tates, having considered the budget and the 
Controller's statement as to what amounts 
are to be raised by taxation this year. The 
tax ordinance recommended by the com- 
mittee provides the following rates upon 
estates, real and personal: 

In the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
on the personal estates of such corporations, joint 
stock companies, or associations as are by law 
ex2mpt from taxation thereon for State purposes 
1.40 per cent., and upon all other estates, real 
raonal, 1.41 per cent. in Brooklyn, 1.48 
and 1, In Queens, 1.46 and 1.47. In Rich- 
mond, 1.48 and 1.4% 

The total budget is §$97,110,031.10 for all 
the boroughs, cluding $3, Jed 85 
county expenses, and Aen ey 
affecting general tax rates in the city.

$1.52. On what is known as wearing sur- 
face, the Uvalde people beat out the r- 
ber Asphalt concern by bidding 45 cents as 
against 79 cents bid by the Barber people. 
Last year Mr. Olney said the prices paid 
for standard pavement was $1.49, 12 cents 
higher than yesterday’s bid of the Barber 
coneern, and the city paid 89 cents for 
wearing surface. 

The bid for asphalt blocks was brought 
down to $1.79 by the Hastings Pavement 
Company, who will get the contract, as 
against $2.50 paid by the city two years 
ago.

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ROYAL VISIT TO ERIN 


King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
in Kingstown and Dublin. 


Warmly Greeted in Both Cities—His 
Majesty Speaks of a New Era 
for ireland. 


. DUBLIN, July 21.—The entry. of King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra into Dublin 
to-day was made the occasion for a general 
holiday. The decorations of the city, es- 
pecially those along the route of the pro- 
cession to the vice regal lodge in Phoenix 
Park, surpassed anything hitherto at- 
‘tempted by Dublin, not excepting Queen 
Victoria’s last visit. The grand stands 
erected in various places were crowded, 
‘while the people were massed on the side- 
walks. Their Majesties continuously bowed 
their acknowledgments of the warm greet- 
ings, especially at College Green, which 
Was packed by a multitude of people. 

The King and Queen, accompanied by 
Princess Victoria and their suites, arrived 
at Kingstéwn at five minutes past 9 o’clock 
this morning on board the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert. Immediately after 
the yacht took its position in the harbor the 
royal salute was fired by thirteen vessels 
of the home fleet. 

A heavy rain, which had been falling 
since an early hour, ceased at 9 o’clock and 
the. sky cleared, giving promise of fine 
weather for the royal entry into Dublin. 

The morning's rain bedraggled the Kings- 
town decorations, which had been most 
effectively carried out everywhere. There 
were signs of welcome on the public and 
private buildings, and small craft and the 
great battleships in the harbor were gay 
with flowers, flags and buntings. Thou- 
sands of people lined the streets and 
wharves awaiting the arrival of their 
Majesties. While they were gathering, 2 
note of mourning was sounded amid the 
general rejoicings. It came from the great 
bell of the Roman Catholic Church of St. 
Michael, which was tolled solemnly in 
memory of the Pope, whose death undeni- 
ably marred the spontaniety of welcome. 
Their Majesties were rowed from the Vic- 

_toria and Albert in a royal barge to the 
Victoria Gock, where they landed at 11 
o'clock. They were received by the Lord 
Lieutenant of-Ireland, the Earl of Dudley, 
and a number of officials, and were con- 
ducted to a pavilion, where an address of 
welcome was read in behaif of the Kings- 
town Municipal Council. ri 

In replying to the address, King Edward 
said he shared in the sadness of multitudes 
of his subjects over the news of the oo s 
death. He remembered, he said, the kind- 
ness with which His Holiness had so re- 
cently received him and the interest which 
Pope Leo took in the welfare of the Eng- 
lish people. The King added that his visit 
came at a time when a new era is opening 
for Ireland. 

Immediately after the ceremony their 
Majesties, accompanied by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and a brilliant staff, and escorted 
by Horse Guards, drove off toward Dublin, 
amid the greatest enthusiasm on the part 
of the crowds lining the road between 
Kingstown and Bull's Bridge. 

The procession to Dublin consisted of four 
carriages. The first was occupied by their 
Majesties, the Lord Lieutenant, and ‘the 
Princess Victoria. In the other three were 
the suites. The Duke of Connaught, Com- 
mander of the Forces in Ireland and of the 
Third Army Corps, and his staff accom- 

anied the royal carriage on horseback. At 

ull’s Bridge the procession halted, and the 
King received addresses from the suburban 
councils of Blackrock, Rathmines, and 
Pembroke, to which his Majesty replied 
briefly. The procession then passed on and 
entered the City of Dublin, preceded _ by po- 
lice, a detachment of Royal Horse Guards, 
@ brilliant staff, the Lord Lieutenant, the 
headquarters staff of the Third Army 
‘Corps, and other military and Court offi- 
cials. 

Tt was late in the afternoon when the 
Vice Regal Lodge was reached. Their Ma- 
jesties lunched with the Lord Lieutenant, 
and the day’s programme was concluded 
with a formal visit by their Majesties to 
the Duke of Connamght. 

This city was again brilliantly illuminated 
to-night and dense throngs were parading 
and eheering “God save their Majesties. 
he King and Queen gave a grand dinner 
party at the Vice Regal lodge. ‘ 

The day’s proceedings were not marred by 
any unpleasant incident, beyond the ab- 
sence of the ceremony of handing the keys 
of the city to the King. The City Hall 
alone, of all the public buildings, was not 
decorated To-morrow will be devoted to 
receiving Yddresses from public bodies and 
to the levee, which will be held in the castle 
at oon.

Sefior G. E. Martinez Sozaya delivered the 
speech of welcome. 

Gen. Hernandez responded in a purely 
non-political speech. e said he was glad 
to be back in the United States, which he 
loved like his own country. He also pro- 
posed toasts to President Roosevelt and 
to the American press, which he said was 
always a strong ally of Venezuela, when 
the latter most needed aid. 

Consul General Rincones delivered a 
warm eulogy on the new Minister. 

Sefior Pulido, the only English speaker, 
said that the Venezuelans owed this coun- 
try a great debt of gratitude for its part 
in the arbitration of the claims made 
against Venezuela by European powers. 

“When in need of a friend,’ he said, 
‘we can always find one in this country.”’

Summer Vaudeville and the Analogies | Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 


It Suggests—Strong Man and 
Thin Jokes. _— 


In the good old Summertime, 
In the good old Summertime, 
Many a man with a bald head 
Is almost out of his mind. 
Mosquitos are wise, 
And so are the flies, 
They like a baid head when it shines. 
They'd rather roost there 
Than most anywhere, 
In the good old Summertime. 


The above is not good poetry—heaven 
save the mark—but it is useful for illus- 
trating just the sort of thing that vaude- 
ville patrons are being subjected to at 
present. And if anybody has been in doubt 
as to whether this is—or is not—the silly 
season a visit to the homes where alleged 
continuous merriment prevails afternoons 
and evenings will serve to convince. If 
these be the dog days, it is equally true 
that they are the days of doggerel. As 
witness the exhibit above.

The Summer season is often a period of 
trial in the vaudeville theatres alike for 
auditors and performers. The former have 
at least a little the advantage. If they do 
not like what is offered they need not go. 
That a good many people do like just the 
sort of thing that the season brings forth 
was attested by two large audiences at 
Keith's yesterday and a fairly liberal 
amount of laughter and applause. Not en- 


thusiastic applause, such as one hears at. 


a time when the mercury is not soaring, but 
@ certain sop, as it were, to encourage the 
artists. The average vaudevillian, like his 
more pretentious brother in the so-called 
legitimate, needs applause, He knows, it 
is true, that at the end of the week he will 
be handed a little envelope containing the 
week's wage, but, like most other men, he 
needs a little encouragement along the way 
despite all that. And with patrons of the 
theatres willing to sit through and possibly 
enjoy his efforts, but unwilling to expend 
the effort necessary to show, their appre- 
ciation, the Summer show time is apt to 
become to him a period of tribulation. No 
matter how hard he may labor, the respon- 
siveness is likely to be lacking. 

The spectators loll back in their chairs; 


they may be pleased, but, generally speak- 
ing, refuse tc make a fuss about it. In- 


stead of the booming note of uproarious 
applause there is only the scattered fire of 
occasional handclapping. 

The man behind the footlights finds it 
difficult to adapt himself to this condition 
of affairs. So, too, the women. Their 
faces continue to wear the set professional 
Smile as long as they are in sight of the 
audience, but a volcano rages within and 
an_ eruption is imminent once they have 
quit the scene.

Bert Baker, the man who sings the sum- 
mertime parody, illustrates vaudeville at its 
best—and its worst. He is plausible, port- 
ly, perspiring. His costume alone on these 
days is conducive to discomfort in the be- 
holder. A long frock coat of woolen mate- 
rial, choker collar, and white tie—he looks 
a cross between an undertaker, a clergy- 
man, and Gus Williams in the olden days. 
What he does to the English language is 
**good and plenty.’’ What is grammar to 
him, so long as he has a story to tell? 
And what, it may be added, is correct 
speaking of the language to the auditors? 
They enjoy the stories apparently, despite 
the fact that their projecting not infre- 
quently suggests “English as She Is 
Wrote.”” And when the performer an- 
nounces that in his song, which contains 
allusions to people in the audience, he 
‘‘don't mean to say nothing to offend no- 
body,” they take it all in good part.

An analogy suggests itself while this man 
is on the stage. It would not be worth 
noting if it did not illustrate vaudeville 
conditions generally. The vaudeville man 
may not know it, but his method is that of 
the goldbeater. That artisan takes a bit of 
the precious metal; then with his little mal- 
let he hammers away, and the little: lump 
is eventually much attenuated, but none the 
less valuable. The vaudeville man takes a 
bit of supposed humor—something that 
might be funny, but isn’t—but he ‘“‘ ham- 
mers away ” until his audience sees the ap- 
plication, and then they laugh. The thinner 
the joke the more fun it usually evokes— 
and the longer it lasts? But there is after 
all a difference in the results of the two 
lines of effort. The thin sheets of gold may 
or may not be useful agkin once they have 
been used. Spread over the molding of a 
picture frame, for example, their utility 
ceases. 

Not so the thin vaudeville joke. Worn to 
a shadow, a veritable ghost of its former 
proud self, it is materialized again and 
again for purposes of mirth. 

And in the Summer vaudeville show it 
ever stalks majestically.

May Now Enter Raliway Sys- 
tem Federations.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 21.—The death 
of P. M. Arthur is likely to result in a re- 
newed effort to have the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers amend their consti- 
tution so that the organization may for- 
mally enter the system federations of train 
service labor organizations. The plan for 
these alliances was the work of Frank Sar- 
gent, now Commissioner of Immigration, 
when he was Grand Master of the Brother- 
hood of. Locomotive, Firemen, and E. E. 
Clark, Grand Chief of the Order of Railway 
Conductors. It is for a federation of the 
several organizations on a system of rail- 
ways, which is under one management, the 
idea being to line up the employes to meet 
the centralized authority of consolidated 
railway companies. 

‘The Brotherhood of Firemen, the Order of 
Railway Conductors, the Brotherhood of 
Trainmen, and the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers have entered int. these fed- 
eratibns, but the dominating influence of 
Chief Arthur has deterred the engineers 
from amending their constitution, which 
now prevents that organization from ally- 
ing itself with any order. It is the clause 
which gave the engineers some years ago 
the name of ‘*‘the aristocrats of the rail- 
way service.’’ Chief Arthur in the last few 
years has yielded to the sentiment for 
united interests to the extent of attending 
so-called union meetings which have been 
held at convenient points throughout the 
country. 

The system federation laws provided ‘that 
there could be no strike unless two-thirds 
of the members of éach organization voted 
in the affirmative. It almost made pro- 
hibitive a strike, because while two-thirds 
of all except one brotherhood might vote 
in the affirmative, the lack of two-thirds 
in one would interdict a strike. 

The most serious objection urged to the 
plan is that a brotherhood which had no 
grievances of its own could be involved in 
a strike: and thereby break its own con- 
tract with the railway company. In effect 
it would be a sympathetic strike. 


ELIPHALET W. BLISS DEAD. 


Eliphalet W. Bliss died late yesterday aft- 
ernoon at his country home, Owl’s Head, 
Bay Ridge, from heart disease, following a 
week’s illness du@ to indigestion.

again, but only after about as hard a race 
as @ two-year-old has ever been ealled on 
to rum There were several very fast 
horses in the face, and Jocund Was called 
on to go owt at ihe lifting of the barrier 
and race all the way to kéep up with these, 
the speedy Jim Kelly being the first to test 
the speed and courage of the Hitchcock 
representative. At that, Jocund had to race 
out of the crowd to get to the front, and, 
once up with Jim Kelly, was kept busy to 
the end to hold his piace. With Burns rid- 
tne hint hard from the first jump, Jocund 
Went on and raced Jim Kelly to a stand- 
still and then shook off the other horses 
that challenged him. In the stretch a 
fresh horse took hold of the favorite in the 
Stiape of the well-backed and speedy Mon- 
tana King. ridden by Bullman, and the 
liopés of the backers of Jocund fell to the 
zero point when Montana King made his 
rush and for a few strides actually showed 
in front of the hard-pressed Jocund.

KILLED WIFE Al AND SELF. 


Drink-Crazed Father Also Shot His Nine- 
Year-Old Son in Newark. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 21.—Herman Gau- 
dinger shot and killed his wife, shot his 
nine-year-old son, and then killed himself 
this evening in their home at 118 Clifford 
Street. The tragedy ended a spree ‘which 
had lasted for weeks. 

Gaudinger, who was forty years old, had 
been employed in the Hewes & Phillips Iron 
Works as a pattern maker. Some months 
ago he began to drink, and three weeks ago 
lost his position. Since then he had been 
drinking more heavily than ever. 

Recently, while drunk, he had repeatedly 
abused his wife, and she threatened several 
times to have him arrested, but until to-day 
nothing. This morning he beat her 
again, and she left the house and went to 
the Second District Court. There it was de- 
cided not to have him arrested, but to sum- 
mons him to attend to-morrow morning. It 
was planned that Judge Schalk should then 
lecture him, and this, it was hoped, would 
be effective. 

After his wife left the house Gaudinger 
also went out and, it appears, went to the 
German Savings Bank, where he drew out 
the balance of his account amounting to 
$52.46 and spent the day in saloons, and 
when he reached home this evening was 
drunk. When he arrived he found waiting 
for him the summons for his appearance in 
court in the morning. This seemed to mad- 
den him, and he ran for his revolver and 
attacked his wife. As he did so his son, 
Herman, Jr., nine years of age, tried to stop 
him. Gaudinger fired once at the boy, the 
bullet taking effect in the left shoulder. 
ded boy then fled to the second story of the 
1OuUse. 

Gaudinger then shot his wife, and after 
she fell on the floor he ran up stairs look- 
ing for the boy. The lad heard him coming 
and climbed out of a window and then 
hung down by his finger tips while he heard 
his father make a search of the floor, look- 
ing under beds and in closets for him. Fail- 
ing to locate the boy, the father must have 
concluded he had gotten out of the house, 
for he went down into the cellar and fired 
two shots into his own body and one into hi 
head.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks rétipillen: 
Money easy, 2 per cent. 


The news in Wall Street yesterday was 
wholly favorable, though the most im- 
portant item of all, the increase in the 
dividend on Erie first preferred stock, 
Was not announced until after the con- 
clusion of business. Railread earnings 
Were very favorable, as witness such 
June net incréases as $250,700 for Illi- 
nois Central and $55,000 for Louisville 
and Nashville; the Government weekly 
crop reports were highly encouraging, 
with excellent progress reported ia corn 
and cotton; the bear rumor that Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul would have to 
come into the maket as a large borrower 
of money was officially denied; while 
finally (though too late to have helpful 
market effect) came the increase in the 
Erie dividend. 

Under the circumstances it would not 
have been surprising had the market de- 
veloped strength. And perhaps it might 
have, had not some Western and Pitts- 
burg operators for reasons better known 
to themselves than to the public pro- 
ceeded literally to deluge the market 
with stocks in one quarter and another. 
The Steel Trust shares, the United States 
Realty stocks, Rock Island, Louisville 
and Nashyille, Erie—these were tumbled 
out inf an apparent never-ceasing stream, 
with new low records on the present 
movement established in every case. Yet 
it is worth recording that despite this 
insistent and aggressive pressure the 
market as a whole did not become weak. 
Those stocks under active pressure alone 
suffered. In the standard and invest- 
ment shares, notably St. Paul, Central, 
and Pennsylvania, there was strength 
throughout .and buying of a character 
not to be checked by bear forays. Evi- 
dently in one quarter of the market at 
Jeast confidence is beginning to assert 
itself. 

The sharp break in the shares of the 
Steel Trust, with the common stock sell- 
ing below the panic prices of May 9, 
1901, may be construed in several ways, 
though always it must be considered as 
disquieting. It may foreshadow, as some 
of yesterday’s loudest sellers proclamied 
that it did foreshadow, that the dividend 
on the common stock is to be reduced or 
Passed. It may mean, as declines else- 
where have meant, (for Steel, needless to 
Say, is not the only security selling at a 
new low price,) that certain of the sell- 
ers have been reduced to the painful ne- 
cessity of throwing their shares over, 
nolens volens, in order to protect syndi- 
cate and other commitments elsewhere. 
Or again, it may mean nothing more im- 
portant than a skillfully planned bear 
attack to which the stock, because of its 
great issue, would be especially vulnera- 
ble. The weakness of the first reason— 
that of the possibility of a reduced divi- 
dend or no dividend at all—is that Mr. 
Morgan and the controllers of the prop- 
erty give it the emphatic lie. Unless 
things go altogether to the bowwows it 
is their opinion that the dividend on 
Steel common is assured indefinitely. Of 
the second theory—that of forced selling 
—it can be said only that the character 
of much of yesterday’s sales suggested 
urgent liquidation in which certain West- 
ern and Pittsburg men who have been 
bulls on everything for all time appear 
to have played a principal part. Finally, 
coming to the suggestion of a bear raid, 
it can be depended upon that.if the bear 
party detected any, the least, evidences 
of real liquidation it would on the instant 
take advantage of this freely to offer the 
shares down. That is what the bears are 
in the market for. One thing is clear, 
and that is that the enormous blocks of 
the common stock taken by important 
local banking interests yesterday would 
not seem to suggest any present fear that 
the dividend on the stock is in peril. 

All this, it is not necessary to point 
out, has nothing to do with the merits 
of the securities per se, nor with the 
question of the advisability of having 
begun dividend payments on the com- 
mon stock, nor yet. with the problem 
whether a reaction in the iron and steel 
indugtry is at hand. It is not too much 
to say, nevertheless, that if the net 
earnings of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration shall ever approach near to the 
minus sign other corporations, whether 
they be industrial or railroad, will be 
having troubles of their own. Which, 
otherwise expressed, signifies that pres- 
ent stock market prices for Steel Trust 


and other shares have already discount- 
ed so much that is or may be bad that 
unless the prosperity of the country is 
to come to an end—and there are no 
signs in that direction—the investor has 
some wonderful bargains to his hand, 
whether in securities favored by ultra- 
conservatives or in those affected by the 
so-called speculative investor. 

In this connection the investor can find 
encouragement in the action of the Erie 
Directors already referred to. The in- 
crease in the dividend rate is essentially 
a vote of confidence in the future—an 
expression of opinion that, however dark 
the Wall Street sky may be, the railroad 
outlook, and, therefore, the general busi- 
ness outlook, are at once encouraging 
and assuring. There is hope in this even 
for the overloaded members of decrepit 
syndicates—that is, if they can “hold 
on”’—for prosperity and earnings are 
what in the end count.

ERIE DIVIDEND INCREASE. 


Wall Street received with satisfaction 
yesterday the announcement, made after 
the close of business, that the Directors of 
the Erie Railroad, at a meeting held during 
the afternoon, had increased the dividend 


on the first preferred % per cent. by the 
declaration of a semi-annual dividend of 2 
per cent. 

A statement of earnings submitted at the 
meeting (including thes earnings of the 
Pennsylvania Coal Company, owned by the 
Erie,) is understood to have made a most 
flattering showing. No action was taken 
on the second preferred stock, but in well- 
informed quarters none had been expected. 


SENTIMENT MORE HOPEFUL. 


As illustrating the.more hopeful feeling 
in the Street yesterday—and this despite 
the weakness of the Steel Trust shares— 
may be presented the following bulletin, 
put out by a prominent stock and grain 
house, and similar in its tone to many other 
bulletins sent by other houses: 

“While we see nothing in the general sit- 
uation at the moment to warrant turning 
over to the bull side with the expectation 
of any géneral improvement or the develop- 
ment of an outburst of any real bull spec- 
ulation, we realize that prices have had a 
big decline and liquidation has been very 
extensive, (particularly among the big in- 
terests and pools, who have been the worst 
sufferers by the break,) and that the tech- 
nical speculative position of the market 
is so much better as a consequence of this 
extensive liquidation and the creation of a 
fresh large short interest, that a good rally 
may now occur at any time. 

‘*In other words, the technical speculative 
position is such at the moment that the 
chances are we will now have more/of a 
two-sided market and that it will ove a 
good trading one to those who are satisfied 
with scalping operations for’ moderate 
profits. We know of some large lines of 
weakly held stocks having been forced out 
in the break in proes’y= Rapid Transit, 
Copper, People’s Gas, Rock Island, and St. 
Louis and San Francisco stocks yesterday, 
and this menace having been removed with- 
out precipitating any financial trouble the 
atmosphere, is a little clearer. We have 
been arishly inclined fer the last two 
weeks and have advised against purchases, 
but on any further decline to-day we think 
some of the good | railroad stocks can be 
bought for a turn.’ 


THE DECLINE IN STERLING. 


There was a further decline in exchange 
yesterday, the market for demand sterling 
falling about 20 points to 4.8630. At the 
same time there was a@ rise in the London 
check rate at Paris, an unusual occur- 
rence when the sterling market here shows 
pronounced weakness. Best opifiion in Lon- 
don seems to indicate a rise in French ex- 
change from now on, which is of interest 
to this market because of its effect on our 
own exchange on London and Paris. 

The decline in sterling here yesterday 
can best be attributed to natural causes. 
The weekly Government crop report 
showed considerable improvement in the 
condition of cotton and corn, while foreign 
advices were to the effect that the weather 
so far this month has been anything but 
favorable to the harvesting of large crops. 
The present scarcity of bills drawn against 
shipments of cotton and breadstuffs can 
scarcely long continue, and it ts thought 
that the resumption of cotton shipments 
on a normal scale will be marked by low 
prices in the exchange markets. 

London, too, this week has maintained 
the position she took last week with regard 
to our security markets when the foreign- 
ers bought over 100,000 shares, and the 
foreign purchases of Monday and Tuesday 
have totaled at least 25,000 shares. Bills 
drawn on demand against these purchases 
are plentiful, and long bills drawn against 
loans placed abroad have appeared in vol- 

ume during the first two days of the week. 
In the face of offerings of these bills the 
demand for remittance is wg pete 
light, owing to the fact that ls wit 
which to pay off maturing foreign loans 
are not being sought as has been the case 
all through the as. The result is that 
the supply of exchange for the present at 
least is quite sufficient to satisfy the de- 
mand, while the outlook for an increased 
volume of bills when the grain shipments 
begin on a large scale is exerting a de- 
pressing influence on rates. 


FORTUNES THAT HAVE GONE. 


Large interest after large interest has 
been compelled to let go part of its hold- 
ings (in the stock market) to protect the 
rest. There are signs that more than one 
large interest has had to Jet go everything. 
The small seller is cutting very little figure 
in the market. What is going on seems to 
be an elimination of the middle-class oper- 
ator, leaving as the only sure survivors the 
dozen leading interests whose wealth, com- 
puted at $50,000,000 and upward, seems com- 
paratively secure. Money making has been 
comparatively easy for the past five years. 
The present process is one tending to extin- 
guish a large proportion of those who have 
become millionaires out of almost nothing 
since the great business revival of 1897. It 
seems almost incredible that one man, un- 
heard of five years ago, should be able to 
make $15,000,000 out of a single trade and 
should lose it all in general speculation 
within eighteen months. Yet such is be- 
lieved to be the case. The times have gone 
hard with a Chicago millionaire crowd of 
recent creation 
New York how to do business. A large 
Pittsburg contingent, after struggling with 
the iron industry for many years, were 
made millionaires over night. by gd eon- 
verted their money into paper, and the lat- 
ter has been shrinking ever since.—New 
York News Bureau, 


MONEY MARKET SITUATION.

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—The Weather Bu- 
reau'’s weekly summary of crop conditions is as 
follows: 

While the temperature in the central valleys, 
lake region, and Atlantic Coast districts has aver- 
aged considerably below normal, no unfavorable 
effects from cool weather are apparent from the 
reports, except in portions of the Middle and 
South Atlantic States, where growth was checked 
to some extent. The need of rain continues in 
portions of the Lower Ohio and Central Mis- 
sissippi Valleys, North Dakota, Northern Minne- 
sota, and Western Texas, and is beginning to be 
felt in the Central Gulf States, Oklahoma, South- 
western Kansas, and portions of the Carolinas. 
Local storms, in places accompanied by hail, 
proved damaging in the Upper Missouri, Upper 
Mississippi, and Ohio Valleys and lake region. 
Conditions on the Pacific Coast were favorable, 
although light frosts caused slight damage in 
Washington during the early part of the week,

tricts of the corn belt. As a rule, the crop is in 
a good state of cultivation, except in the Upper 
Ohio Valley and Middle Atlantic States, In por- 
tione of Indiana, Missouri, Southwestern Kansas, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, and Texas corn is in need 
of rain to a greater or less extent. High winds 
flattened considerable corn in the lake region on 
the 17th and 18th. 

The Winter wheat harvest is practically com- 
pleted, except in a few of the more northerly 
Stetes. Weather conditions have been favorable 
for thrashing, which work is in progress, the 
yields continuing light. 

The reports respecting Spring wheat are not 
favorable.

In Wisconsin and Nebraska and on the North 
Pacific Coast more favorable reports are re- 
ceived. 

Much rust in oats is reported from the States 
of the Ohio and Upper —*” Valleys and 
lake region, and upon the whole the condition 
of the crop is below recent expectations. Har- 
vest ts in general progress. 

Further improvement in the condition of cotton 
is general throughout the cotton belt, althousn 
it js grassy over @ large part of the eastern dis- 
tricts. Cool nights were somewhat detrimental 
in the Carolinas, and need of rain is beginnin 
to be felt in Oklahoma. While rapid growt 
is reported from nearly all districts, the cro 
continues late; it Is well cultivated tn the cent 
aud westérn districts.

Ex-Head of Merchant Association 
Must Furnish $50,000 Security. 


Bond Required Before Issuance of Stay 
Preventing Execution of Order of 
Arrest Obtained by Creditor. 


As the result of an opinion handed down 
yesterday in the United States District 
Court by Judge Adams, D. Le Roy Dresser, 
former head of the now bankrupt house of 
Dresser & Co., must within five days fur- 
nish approved security in the sum of $50,000 
@s a guarantee that he will not depart from 
the jurisdiction of the United States court 
pending the bankruptcy proceedings against 
him. 

This bond is required by the court before 
it will issue a stay preventing the Sheriff 
of the County of New York from executing 
an order of arrest issued by the Supreme 
Court in an action brought against Dresser 
by Mrs. Mary R. H. Mayer, who charges 
Presser with the conversion of 50 one-thou- 
sand-dollar bonds of the Mexican National 
Railway Company, deposited with him by 
Mrs. Mayer under a trust agreement. 

Recently a petition was filed in the United 
States District Court by D. Le Roy Dress- 
€r, praying the court to stay the order of 
arrest issued by the Supreme Court on July 
16, 1908, at the instance of Mrs. Mary R. H. 
Mayer, upon the grounds that he had been 
adjudicated a bankrupt by that court, and 
that he was by reason of the pending bank- 
ruptey proceedings in constant attendance 
upon that tribunal. That in the event of 
the execution of the order of arrest, the 
petitioner claimed, he would be incarcer- 
atca in the Ludlow Street Jail, and unable 
therefore to attend the bankruptcy pro- 
ececdings when required. 

Judge Adams thereupon issued an order 
upon Mary R. H. Mayer to uppear in the 
United States District Court and show 
cause why the order of arrest should not 
be stayed in accordance with the laws gov- 
erning bankruptcy proceedings. 

An affidavit in opposition to tne granting 
of the order was submitted by Charles W. 
Mayer, as attorney for Mrs. Mayer, in 
which he charged that Daniel Le Roy 
Dresser had been guilty of conversion of the 
$50,000 worth of bonds, which had heen 
piaced in his custody under a crust agree- 
Ment, and that despite the terms of the 
agreement, within two days after receiv- 
ing the securities Dresser @isposed of 
them. That on Feb. 9, 1903, Mrs. Mary R. 
H. Mayer had demanded the return of the 
bonds or the face value in monsy, and that 
Dresser promised to return the bonds, and 
Stated they were still in his possession. 
That, relying upon the promise of Dresser 
and his counsel, Charles S, Mackinsie, that 
either the bonds or their equivalent in Cash 
would be returned, no action was then 
taken in the matter. That subsequently 
it was represented to counsel for Mrs. 
Mayer that certain creditors represented 
by Black, Olcott, Gruber & Bonynge were 
to be paid 100 cents on the dollar, to be 
paid on July 7, 1908, and that provision 
would be made at that time for the return 
of the bonds, and she again deferred placing 
the matter before the Supreme Court, but 
that on July 9 Dresser, on his own motion, 
was finally adjudicated a bankrupt, and no 
money paid to the creditors as promised. 
That immediately thereafter the crder of 
arrest was secured and placed ia the hands 
of the Sheriff for execution. Vhe amount 
or il demanded by the Supreme Couft 
in the proceedings, the lawyer stated, wus 
$50.00, and he asked the court in conclu- 
sion not to grant the order staying the 
execution of the order without some pro- 
tection to his client. 

Judge Adams decided that under a section 
ot the bankruptcy laws ‘the bankrupt is 
declared entitled to be exempt from arrest 
in civil process upon a debt or claim from 
which his discharge would not be a release. 
"his implies that the bankrupt should not 
be exempt from arrest when the debt or 
claim would not be released by his dis- 
charge except to the limited extent pro- 
vided, namely, when the bankrupt is in at- 
tendance upon a court of bankruptcy or 
engaged in the performance of duty im- 
z-osed by the bankruptcy act.” 

Upen Dresser’s giving the fifty-thousand- 
dollar bond approved by the court the 
order of arrest, now in the hands of the 
Sheriff for execution, will be stayed pend- 
ing the bankruptcy proceedings or further 
order of the United States courts. 

Morris J. Hirsch, attorney for Mr. Dress- 
er, yesterday afternoon said that the Mr.

BEAVERS STILL FREE. 


Indicted Post Office Official insists Upon 
Being Arrested in Manhattan. 


George W. Beavers, ex-Chief of the Sal- 
arics and Allowances Division of the Post 
Office Department, remained in Manhattan 
yesierday, and was not arrested on the 
two indictments that charge him with hav- 
ing received money in connection with the 
Driggs-Brandt-Dent enterprise. Mr. Sea- 
bury of Morgan & Seabury, his counsel, re- 
iterated his willingness to produce him be- 
fore u United States Commissioner in the 
Southern District, but declared that he 
would see to it that an arrest was not 
made in Brooklyn, which is in the Eastern | 
District, as such an arrest would deprive ! 
them of a preliminary hearing. Mr. Sea- 
bury said that he had had no further com- 
munication with United States District At- 
torney Youngs or any one else connected 
with the cases» There was absolutely noth- 
ing more to be talked over, he said. Mr. 
Youngs did not seem at all concerned that 
the indicted man had not been arrested 
and did not show any disposition to hurry 
matters. When Mr. Youngs and Mr. Sea- 
bury were asked how long this condition 
would’ be prolonged, both said they had 
no idea Mr. Youngs appeared confident 
that Mr. Beavers would be brought to trial 
immediately after his arrest in Brooklyn, 
and Mr. Seabury equally confident that if 
Mr. Beavers were arrested at all it would 
be in Manhattan. 

Mr. Youngs said there were no develop- 
ments in the Post Office scandal yester- 
day. The Federal Grand Jury will meet at 
2 o'clock this afternoon in Brooklyn. It 
was said at the District Attorney's office 
that it was not probable that any Post 
Office cases would be taken up wg # but 
it was hinted that other revelations in the 
“ scandal’ would be made before the jury 
adjourns.

ICE TRUST INVESTIGATION. 


Stockholders’ Committee Preparing Its 
Report on the Company’s Properties. 


The committee appointed by the stock- 
holders of the American Ice Company to 
investigate its affairs met last night at the 
Gregorian Hotel. There were present John 
A. Sleicher of New York, Chairman; G. 
Clem Goodrich of Baltimore, Secretary, and 
A. C. Nickerson of Boston, constituting the 
committee of three. The proceedings of 
the meeting were not made public, as the 
members of the committee stated that the 
preparation of the report was under way, 
and it had been agreed to submit it first 
to the stockholders of the company and 
then to the public. 

A statement was given out by the com- 
mittee that the reason for the delay in pre- 
paring the report was the time required to 
visit the properties of the company, which 
are very much scattered, and include ex- 


tensive interests in Washington, icehouses, 
coal pockets, wood yards, and wharfs at 
Baltimore, large equipments, including 
numerous artificial ice plants, in Philadel- 
phia; ice houses along the Susquehanna 
and in the Pocono Mountains, ice houses 
along the Hudson River from Poughkeep- 
sie to Albany, and similar plants along the 
Penobscot and the Kennebec in Maine, be- 
sides all the ice plants in Boston and 
vicinity. Some of them are at a consider- 
able distance from Boston, and many of 
them on the hills of New Hampshire. It 
Was stated that one or more members of 
the committee have visited every one of the 
company’s properties, and to-day an in- 
spection of all the plants in New York, 
Brooklyn, and vicinity will be begun. 

The committee also stated that the com- 
rany had asked that this inspection be 
made before the books were submitted for 
examination. The earnings, it is officially 
stated, are beyond those of last year. The 
committee stated that the valuation of the 
company’s plant in the aggregate was far 
beyond their expectations. 

During the evening Frederick J. Winston, 
who represents some of the dissatisfied 
stockholders, held a long conference with 
the me mbers of the committee.

Brownsville Shaken Up and a Horse

In getting rid of several sticks of dynn- 
mite. which had been left on their hands 
by burglars, the police gave the Browns- 
ville section of Brooklyn a shaking up yes- 
terday and caused a lot of excitement 
among the residents there. The dynamite 
was found a few nights ago in a saloon in 
Glenmore Avenue, where it had been left 
by burglars, one of whom was afterward 
; arrested. The explosive was temporarily 
stored in a closet behind the Sergeant's 
desk in the Brownsville station. When 


they learned where it had been placed the 
Sergeants suddenly lost all enthusiasm for 
desk duty. 

The nervous strain from having the dyna- 
mite around was such that it was decided 
yesterday to get rid of the stuff. Detectives 
Stover and Tormey were selected to dispose 
of the explosive. Disguising their delight 
at this commission, they took the dyna- 
mite to a big open lot on the outskirts of 
Brownsville, and Stover, who served in the | 
navy and knows something about handling 
explosives, set it off. 

After firing the fuse’ Stover, who weighs 
about 200 pounds, started on a sprint for 
the far end of the lot. He just reached 
there when the dynamite exploded. The ! 
explosion was heard throughout Browns- 
ville, and the people came running in droves 
from all directions to learn ‘what had hap- 
pened. The dynamite left a hole three feet 
deep in the lot, ripped a board from an old 
shed near by, and knocked down a horse 
which was grazing in the lot a considerable 
distance away. The astonished horse re- !

a gallop in the direction of Canarsie. When 
last seen it still was running.

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SLUMP IN STEEL SHARES| 


Common Stock Falls Two Points 
Below Panic Price. 


Industrials Weak—Some Railway Issues 
Fractionally Stronger — Harris, 
Gates & Co. Selling Steel. 


A bad break in the Steel Trust shares— 
the common stock falling 2 full points be- 
low the panic price of May 9, 1901, and the 
preferred touching within a point. of the 
low recorded for it on that day—was the 
feature of yesterday’s stock market. Inci- 
dentally, weakness showed in other parts 
of the list, notably in the industrial issues, 
but, on the other hand, substantial support 
appeared in the standard railway shares, 
which held steady and strong, even when 
the steel and other stocks were breaking. 
Hence it was that the close showed irregu- 
lar changes, with some quotations up and 
scme down. 

The greatest decline was in Cleveland, 
Lorain and Wheeling preferred, which fell 
15 points, on the transfer of 200 shares, 
while the greatest gain was in Great North- 
ern preferred, which rose 6 points on 100 
shares. In the active stocks such losses 
appeared at one time er another of 8% in 
Steel, 4% in Steel preferréd, 2% in United 
States Realty, 5% in United States Realty 
preferred. 4 in Tennessee Cogl, 3 in Re- 
public Steel preferred, 2% in American 
Smelters preferred, 3% in Anaconda, 2% in 
General Electric, and 4 in International 
Pump—all industrials. On the other hand, 
in the railway stocks such issues as St. 
Paul, Pennsylvania, Central, Atchison, Bal- 
timore, and Union Pacifig were _ strong, 
closing either unchanged or fractionally 
higher; while the only important active 
railroad stoeks that were down were Rock 
Isiand, Louisville and Nashville and Erie. 

Quite genérally—and whether rightly or 
wrongly—Wall Street attributed such de- 
clines as there were in the market largely 
to the Gates people and their following. In 
the Steel Trust shares the firm of Harris, 
Gates & Co, was a very heavy seller, dis- 
posing of fully 15,000 shares of common 
and 10,000 shares of preferred. This firm 
was also a heavy seller of United States 
Realty shares—this probably of stock of a 
speculative pool of which members of the 
firm were said to be managers. In Louis- 
ville, Rock Island, and Erie they were also 
said to be sellers, it being reported that 
this represented the final liquidation of a 
line of these stocks which now have fol- 
lc wed in the wake of such issues as Norfolk, 
Southern Railway, St. Paul, and North- 
west, which the Gates party once so en- 
thusiastically bulled only subsequently to 
be obliged to sell out at great losses, 

The trading in the Steel Trust shares was 
far and away the overshadowing feature of 
the market in particular stocks, over 180,000 
shares of the common and more than 50,000 
shares of the preferred being dealt in. In 
explanation of the heavy selling—for, be- 
sides the, Gates contingent, Pittsburg and 
the New Street bear element were active 
on the selling side—the gossips had various 
stories, one telling of a probable reduction 
or passing of the common stock dividend, 
(this later being officially pronounced ab- 
surd:) another telling of* some overbur- 
cened syndicate operators being obli to 
realize on their Steel stocks in order to 
protect other commitments; still another 
explaining that the Gates interests had 
plainly and pointedly been told to liquidate 
or they would be forced to do so, through 
calling of loans and the refusal of further 
credit, and finally a fourth, telling of a 
great bear raid against the stocks. In the 
end, so disturbing were some of the rumors, 
that not a few investment holders of the 
stocks were frightened into selling them, 
while speculative holdings in large volume 

came upon the market. Thus it was that 
the common stock broke to 22 (the low 
yanic price was 24) and the preferred (sell- 
ng ex dividend of 1% per cent.) to 70, as 
compared with the panic price of 69, 

Members of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. were non-committal yesterday regard- 
ing the decline in the price of the Steel 
stocks. A well-known banker, however, 
who had just seen Mr. Morgan, said that 
the decline was not due to liquidation. 

“If a man liquidateg,’’ he gaid, ‘‘ he tries 
to get the best price possible, but the sell- 
ers to-day did not st@nd on the price. It 
was @ case of ‘ soak, isoak, soak,’ and the 
lower the price went the better they liked 
it. Of course, you know the seller was 
John W. Gates; that ds, I should say, Har- 
ris, Gates & Co. It 1s my opinion t at the 
attack was made on Steel in order to dis- 
tract attention from the buying of railroad 
stceck$.

MORE TROUBLE FOR PARKS. 


Walking Delegate Cited to Appear in 
Court on Still Another Charge 
of Assault. 


Magistrate Breen, in the Tombs Police 
Court, was yesterday asked to issue a new 
warrant for the arrest of Samuel J. Parks, 
walking delegate of the Housesmiths’ 
Union, on a charge of assault. Magistrate 
Breen refused the warrant, but issued a 
summons citing Parks to appear in court 
on Monday and answer the charge. A sum- 
mons was also issued for Timothy Mc- 
Carthy, another walking delegate for the 
Housesmiths, on the same charge. 

The information on which the summonses 
were issued was lodged with the Magistrate 
by Peter O'Neill, a plasterer living at 412 
West Fifty-fourth Street.

O'Neill at the time was accompanied by 
Thomas Monahan, another member of the 
Plastercrs’ Union, who during the mélée 
succeeded in floorin Parks, but suffered 
so severely himself that he had to be taken 
to the Mount Sinai Hospital to have his in- 
uries attended to. O'Neill also was rough- 
y handled. According to O'Neill, Parks 
has harbored a , ae y against him ever 
since, two years ago, he was concerned in 
an effort to oust the walking delegate 
from the United Board of Eunos.

Prior to his appearance before Magistrate 
Breen, O'Neill, accompanied by Charles M. 
Kiefer, a lawyer of 76 Elm Street, who has 
been retained by President Neidig of the 
Housesmiths’ Union and the anti-Parks 
faction within the organization, had a con- 
ference with District Attorney Jerome. 

Parks was arraigned before Magistrate 
Breen yesterday on the charge of assault 
preferred by Charles Lawson of the House- 
smiths’ Union, which led to his arrest on 
Monday evening, The alleged assault is 
said to have taken place at the meeting on 
Friday evening, when, Lawson declares, 
while in conversation with President 
Neidig, Parks dealt him a powerful blow 
on the head from behind. Lawson was not 
in court yesterday, and Magistrate Breen 
adjourned the case for a week, paroling 
Parks in the custody of his counsel. 


WRECK .OF THE GOLD SEEKER. 


Captain of Nova Scotian Schooner Tells 
How His Vessel Went Down. 


The Captain of the lost Nova Scotian 
schooner Gold Seeker, which capsized off 
the Isle of Pines the night of July 1, ar- 
rived yesterday on the steamship Yucatan. 
When asked how he escaped when half the 
crew was lost, Capt. Diggdon related the 
results of a sudden squall, common to the 
West Indian waters, and declared that he 
escaped drowning only because he was on 
deck at the time of the storm. 

“T had a presentiment that night before 
I turned into my berth,” he said, ‘‘ that 
trouble was brewing. Finding myself un- 
able to sleep, I became thoroughly imbued 
wita the idea that the sea was plotting 
against my vessel. So I went on deck. 

“ Within five minutes after I returned 
on deck the sea began to do its worst, The 
squall struck us from the southeast. We 
hati no time to complete preparations for 
meeting the terrible wind and waves, and 
in another five minutes the vessel cap- 
sized. 

“I and three of my crew were on deck, 
and of course we were spilled into the 
water at once. .It all happened so quickly 
that we did not have even time to think of 
our comrades below, let alone assisting 
them. They were sleeping, and of course 
thev were drowned like rats. There were 
four of them—the boatswin, first mate, 
cook, and a Colombian customs official. 

“ Those who found themselves free of the 
vessel clung to what few pieces of wreck- 
age there were. The four drifted toward 
the Isle of Pines, and from there reached 
the maintend.” 

The schooner was built seven years ago 
and was of 109 t 199 tons register.

Counsel for Charies F. Murphy Dis- 
claims Connection with Effort to 
Prohibit John Doe Inquiry. 


The first indictment growing out of the 
Dock Board investigation was found yes- 
terday, when the Grand Jury returned a 
true bill against Alderman James E. Gaff- 
ney, who is charged with violating Section 
1,533 of the New York City charter, which 
provides that no member of the Board of 
Aldermen or other city official shall be- 
come interested, directly or indirectly, in 
the lease of any property belonging to fhe 
city. 

The indictment grew out of the fact ‘that 
as President of the New York Contracting 
and Trucking Company, of which Tam- 
meny Leader Charles F. Murphy’s brother, 
Jofin J. Murphy, was Treasurer, he made 
application for and signed the contract for 
a lease on the pier at West Seventy-ninth 
Street, which the firm obtained from the 
Van Wyck Dock Board. Charles F. Mur- 
phy was a member of that body. The con- 
tract was signed on July 22, 1901, and by 
noon to-day the offense charged would 
have been outlawed by the Statute of 
Limitations, 

Soon after the indictment had been filed 
with Judge McMahon in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions Mr. Gaffney went to the Crim- 
inal Courts Building, accompanied by James 
A, Deering and Peter A. Herrick, his coun- 
sel. He surrendered himself to Detective 
Sergeant McNaught of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, who held a bench warrant for 
his arrest, and then went before Judge Mc- 
Mahon, who fixed bail in $1,000 and set to- 
morrow as the day for pleading. Bail was 
furnished by Patrick H. Keahon, Tammany 
leader of the Seventh Assembly District. 

A motion to inspect the minutes of the 
Grand Jury was made, on which Judge Mc- 
Mahon reserved decision. 

Mr. Gaffney declined ‘to discuss his case 
at any length, saying simply that in his 
opinion the prosecution had been prompted 
by political considerations and that in the 
end he would be vindicated. 

Justice Mayer, after hearing argument 
yesterday on the motion for an open hear- 
ing on the Dock Board charges, instead of 
the secret John Doe proceedings, made by 
counsel for Charles F. Murphy, reserved 
decision, 

The contention of Mr. Deering, who made 
the argument, was that the secret proceed- 
ing is illegal. District Attorney Jerome in 
appl fing said the decision of Justice Scott 
» #, e Supreme Court and Justices Hatch 
nd Laughlin of the Appellate Division had 
settled that question. 

Before the argument was made Mr. Deer- 
ing, on behalf of his client, disclaimed all 
responsibility for the efforts to stay = 
John Doe proceedings, set on foot by 
gees Kellogg on behalf of John Flersing. 

e most important witness that so far has 
appeared. Mr. Deering sald his client had 
no reason to fear the most searching inves- 
tigation, and that he had sought to dissuade 
Mr. Kellogg from beginning the writ of 
prohibition proceedings. 

Justice Mayer will decide to-day whether 
he will hold Aldermen Gaffney and John J. 
Murphy on the charges growing out of the 
lease of the West Ninety-sixth Street pier, 
which are now pending beford him.

STITUTIONAL.—The Court of Appeals has de- | 


cided, in an opinion by Judge Bartlett, 
that Section 66 of the Sanitary Code, pro- 
ing that ‘“‘no milk shall be received, 
ld, kept, offered for sale, or delivered in 
he City of New York without a permit in 


writing from the Board of Health and sub- ; 


jec* to the conditions thereof,”’ 
violate either the State Constitution or the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. A violation of the Sanitary Code 
is made a misdemeanor, and to punish a 
person who did not obtain the required per- 
mit, it was argued, would be in contraven- 
tion of the provisions of the State Consti- 


tution insuring equal rights and privileges 
to all, and that section of the Fourteenth 
Amendment declaring that ‘“‘no State shall 
make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citi- 
zens of the United States; nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the laws.’ Judge 
Bartlett points out that provisions relating 
to the vending of food, in the interests of 
the public health, have been a part of the 
statute law for a century or more. The 
courts have regarded the principle involved, 
he said, as a proper and necessary munici- 
pal regulation, sanctioned by the police 
power. ‘In great cities,’’ continued Judge 
Bartlett, ‘‘ where, in certain sections, life 
exists under crowded conditions that can- 
not be fully comprehended unless seen, and 
where many articles for table consumption 
by all classes of the community are Hable 
to pass through processes and conditions 
little short of appalling unless regulated by 
law, the full and vigorous exercise of the 
police power in the interests of the public 
health and general welfare is absolutely es- 
sential. It is quite impossible that every 
offender against the provisions of the Sani- 
tary Code should be accorded due process 
of law as embracing jury trial and the slow 
results of the ordinary procedure of the 
courts. * * * In the case before us the 
requirement of Section 66 of the Sanitary 
Code that the relator should not sell milk 
without a permit is reasonable and violates 
neither the Federal nor the State Constitu- 
tion, and is in accordance with law and 
long-established precedent.”

INJUNCTIONS AGAINST USE OF LAND AS 
CEMETERIES.—The Law Journal yesterday 
contained an editorial on the case of Palm- 
er vs. Hickory Grove Cemetery, lately de- 
cided by the Second Appellate Division, in 
which the court distinctly recognizes that 
cemeteries are within the proper scope of 
i the police ‘power of the State and that 
they may constitute private nuisances, It 
was held that the plaintiffs had the right on 
the application for an injunction to attack 
the legality of the cemetery association's 
proceedings to acquire property for its pur- 


poses, thus preventing unlawful acts preju- 
dicial to plaintiffs’ rights. Not only was it 
contended that the proposed cemetery use 
would constitute a menace to public health 
through the fouling of wells by the perco- 
lation of germ-charged seepage, but also 
it was established that the plaintiffs’ prop- 
erty would be depreciated in_ value. 
following, language of Justice Woodward is 
queted: ‘Cemeteries are universally re- 
garded as within the proper scope of the | 
police power of the State, and the restric- 
tions ich are imposed upon these corpo- 
rations indicate clearly that the Legislat- 
ure contemplated that they were, in a 
measure at least, a menace to the health 
and the property rights of the community. 
This being true, it follows naturally that 
any one who, is spectally injured or who is 
threatened with Ss} pecial injury by reason of 
the maintenance of 2 cemetery has a right | 
to question the legality of the steps taken | 
by the corporation in pursuance of the 
powers granted, and to have the aid of the 
courts in preventing any unlawful acts by 
which his rights may be prejudiced.”
